After being attacked and 
spending 36 hours in jail, a 
local imam would like to 
see change. 

Usama Al-Atar, imam of 
the Islamic Shia Ithna-Ash- 
eri Association of Edmon¬ 
ton and a University of 
Alberta researcher, recently 
returned from a pilgrimage 
in Saudi Arabia. 

While leading a group 
prayer at a religious burial 
site in the city of Medina on 


Oct. 30, he was attacked by 
the religious police because 
they didn’t like how he was 
saluting the Prophet. 

“I was strangled,” Al-Atar 
told reporters yesterday. 
“They grabbed me really 
heavy by the arms so my 
arms were injured.” 

Al-Atar said he was also 
nearly suffocated before be¬ 
ing charged with assault, 
transferred to the police 
and held in a cell with 40 
others. 

He credits the Islamic 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, along with the work

Edmonton police were 
not expected to forcibly 
vacate Occupy Edmon¬ 
ton protesters last 
night, but landowner 
Melcor Developments 
Ltd. still wants them 
gone. 

“Many of our tenants 
are not very happy at 
all,” CEO Ralph Young 
said yesterday. 

“We have received 
some strongly worded 
complaints. One said he 
would leave the 
building.” 

Tents have been set 
up since Oct. 15 at a 
park site at 102 Street 
and Jasper Avenue. 

The company sent an 
eviction notice on 
Friday, demanding that 
the group be gone by 
11 p.m. yesterday or be 
“subject to removal by 
lawful means.” 

At a meeting on Sat¬ 
urday, the occupiers 
voted to defy the 
eviction. 

Young wouldn’t say 
whether officers would 
come and remove them. 

“Anytime after (the 
eviction notice). It could 
be sooner, it could be 
later,” he said. “We’re 
not in any rush.” 

In a release, Melcor 
said there has been “in¬ 
appropriate use and ac¬ 
tions in or around the 
site” such as 


harassment of tenants 
and citizens, public uri¬ 
nation, open fires and 
more. 

Last week, the com¬ 
pany urged the group to 
not start fires, and 
weather became a con¬ 
cern into the weekend. 

Occupy spokesperson 
Mahad Mohamed said 
the group is in contact 
with fire marshals and 
police, and the area re¬ 
mains safe. 

“We just are not see¬ 
ing any of that 
evidence,” Young coun¬ 
tered. 

Between 10 and 20 
people remain camped 
out in support of Occu¬ 
py Wall Street, which 
began in New York City 
and has mushroomed 
into a global 
movement. 

Last week, authorities 
cleared Zuccotti Park, 
the site of the New York 
movement, a scene that 
has been playing out 
around the world over 
the past few days. 

Civic authorities 
across Canada are also 
moving to end the occu¬ 
pations. 

Should the Occupy 
Edmonton campers 
have to leave, Mohamed 
said he and fellow occu¬ 
piers have discussed 
other sites such as the 
downtown arena land.

Pepper spray

A California university 
placed two of its police offi¬ 
cers on administrative 
leave yesterday because of 
their involvement in the 
pepper spraying of passive¬ 
ly sitting protesters, while 
the school’s chancellor ac¬ 
celerated a task force’s in¬ 
vestigation into the 
incident amid calls for her 
resignation. 

The president of the 10- 
campus University of Cali¬ 
fornia system also weighed 
in on the growing fallout 
from Friday’s incident at 
UC Davis, saying that he is 
“appalled” at images of stu¬ 
dents being doused with 
pepper spray and plans a 
far-reaching, urgent assess¬ 
ment of law-enforcement 


procedures on all campus¬ 
es. 

“I implore students who 
wish to demonstrate to do 
so in a peaceful and lawful 
fashion. I expect campus 
authorities to honour that 
right,” UC president Mark 
G. Yudof said. All 10 chan¬ 
cellors would convene soon 
for a discussion “about how 
to ensure proportional law- 
enforcement response to 
non-violent protest,” he 
said. 

Officials at UC Davis re¬ 
fused to identify the two of¬ 
ficers who were placed on 
administrative leave but 
one was a veteran of many 
years on the force and oth¬ 
er “fairly new” to the de¬ 
partment, the school’s 


police Chief Annette 
Spicuzza told The Associat¬ 
ed Press. She would not 
elaborate further because 
of the pending probe. 

Videos posted online of 
the incident clearly show 
one riot-gear-clad officer 
dousing the line of protest¬ 
ers with spray as they sit in 
a line with their arms inter¬ 
twined. 

Both officers were 
trained in the use of pepper 
spray as department policy 
dictates, and both had been 
sprayed with it themselves 
during training, the chief

Vet worried he won’t 
receive required care

A military veteran who 
went on a four-day hunger 
strike this month says 
he’s worried the federal 
government still won’t 
give him the treatment he 
requires. 

Pascal Lacoste stopped 
starving himself after Vet¬ 
erans Affairs Minister 
Steven Blaney arranged 
for him to meet with spe¬ 
cialists. 

Blaney also agreed to 
create a new committee to 
study veterans’ health. 

Lacoste says he and oth¬ 
er soldiers were contami¬ 
nated by depleted 
uranium while serving in 
Bosnia in the 1990s. 

The 38-year-old met 
with the specialists last 
Friday and he’s planning 
to go to a clinic in Montre¬ 
al for testing later this 
month. 

But Lacoste says his 
own doctor already con¬ 
ducted tests showing an 
unusually high level of 
uranium and he’s skepti¬ 
cal the government will 
give him the care he re¬ 
quires. 

Blaney’s spokesman 
says he’s hopeful Lacoste 
will accept the treatment 
offered to him. 


In an email, Jean- 
Christophe de le Rue said 
the care Lacoste is being 
offered “responds to his 
personal and immediate 
needs.” The committee, 
comprised of academics, 
medical researchers and 
soldiers, will be set up by 
Dec. 8 and the first topic 
of study will be depleted 
uranium. 

Lacoste blames his poor 
health, which includes 
chronic pain and a degen¬ 
erative neurological disor¬ 
der, on depleted-uranium 
poisoning.

Speaking over the din, 
Putin praised 
Emelianenlco as a “real 
Russian bogatyr,” a term 
for a medieval warrior. 

The video was quickly 
posted on the Internet. 
“The end of an era,” Alexei 
Navalny, one of Russia’s 
best-known bloggers, 
wrote on Twitter.

Egyptian soldiers and po¬ 
lice set fire to protest tents 
in Cairo’s Tahrir Square 
and fired tear gas and rub¬ 
ber bullets in a major as¬ 
sault yesterday to drive out 
thousands demanding that 
the military rulers quickly 
transfer power to a civilian 
government. At least 11 
protesters were killed and 
hundreds were injured. 

It was the second day of 
clashes marking a sharp 
escalation of tensions on 
Egypt’s streets a week be¬ 
fore the first elections 
since the ouster of long¬ 
time authoritarian leader 
Hosni Mubarak in Febru¬ 
ary. The military took over 
the countiy, promising a 
swift transition to civilian 
rule. But the pro-democra¬ 
cy protesters who led the 
uprising have grown in¬ 
creasingly angry with the 
ruling generals, and sus¬ 
pect they are trying to 
cling to power even after 
an elected parliament is 
seated and a new president 
is voted in. 

Street battles continued 
throughout the day and 
long into the night, 


spreading to side streets 
and sending a wave of in¬ 
juries to makeshift clinics 
on the streets. 

The military-backed 
Cabinet said in a state¬ 
ment that elections set to 
begin on Nov. 28 would 
take place on time and 
thanked the police for 
their “restraint,” language 
that is likely to enrage the 
protesters even more. 

“We're not going any¬ 
where,” protester Mo¬ 
hammed Radwan said 
after security forces tried 
unsuccessfully to push the 
crowds out of Tahrir, the

epicenter of the uprising. 
“The mood is good now 
and people are chanting 
again,” he added after 
many of the demonstra¬ 
tors returned. 

The two days of clashes 
were some of the worst 
since the uprising ended 
on Feb. 11. 


They were also one of 
only a few violent con¬ 
frontations to involve the 
police since the uprising. 
The blaclc-clad police were 
a hated symbol of 
Mubarak's regime and af¬ 
ter the uprising, they have 
largely stayed in the back¬ 
ground while the militaiy 
took charge of security. 

The military, which 
took over from Mubarak, 
has repeatedly pledged to 
hand power to an elected 
civilian government, but 
has yet to set a specific 
date. The protests over the 
past two days have de¬ 
manded a specific date be 
set. 

According to one 
timetable floated by the 
army, the handover will 
happen after presidential 
elections late next year or 
early in 2013. The protest¬ 
ers say this is too long and 
accuse the military of drag¬ 
ging its feet. They want a 
handover immediately af¬ 
ter the end of the stag¬ 
gered parliamentary 
elections, which begin on 
Nov. 28 and end in March. 
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Libya’s new leaders said 
Sunday they will try 
Moammar Gadhafi’s son at 
home and not hand him 
over to the International 
Criminal Court where he’s 
charged with crimes 
against humanity. The gov¬ 
ernment also announced 
the capture of the toppled 
regime’s intelligence min¬ 
ister, who is also wanted 
by the court.

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Spanish opposition scores big win 


O Voters shift clearly to right as 
they confront economic crisis 


An exit poll said Spain’s 
opposition conservatives 
scored a landslide win to 
oust the ruling Socialists in 
general elections yesterday 
that were dominated by a 
staggering unemployment 
rate and Europe’s debt cri¬ 
sis. 

The Popular Party led by 
Mariano Rajoy has won an 
absolute majority in parlia¬ 
ment, according to the 
TNS-Demoscopia survey by 
Spain’s state-run televi¬ 
sion, obtaining between 
181 and 185 seats, com¬ 
pared to 154 in the last leg¬ 
islature. A majority in the 
350-seat lower chamber is 
176. 

“The political change 
led by Mariano Rajoy has 
won tonight in Spain,” PP 
campaign manager Ana 
Mato said, although she 
stopped short of declaring 
outright victory. 


The Socialists, saddled 
by a stagnant economy and 
a 21.5 per cent jobless rate, 
plummeted from 169 seats 
to between 115 and 119 
seats, according to the poll, 
which gave no margin of 
error. 

Pre-election polls had 
pointed to a crushing win 
for the conservatives, with 
Spanish voters expected to 
punish the Socialists for a 
jobless rate that the gov¬ 
ernment itself has said will 
take years to chip back 
down to even the upper 
teens. 

If Rajoy does win, it will 
come after two election 
bid losses — in 2000 and 
2004 — and present him 
with the daunting chal¬ 
lenge of resurrecting an 
economy that posted no 
growth in the third quarter 
of this year.

Afghans protest plan 
to keep U.S. troops 


More than 1,000 university 
students blocked a main 
highway in eastern 
Afghanistan yesterday to 
protest any agreement that 
would allow U.S. troops to 
remain in the country after 
a planned transfer of au¬ 
thority in 2014. 

An assembly of more 
than 2,000 tribal elders and 
dignitaries, known as a loya 
jirga, over the weekend en¬ 
dorsed negotiating a securi¬ 
ty pact with Washington, 


though they also backed a 
series of conditions pro¬ 
posed by Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai including the 
end of night raids by inter¬ 
national troops and com¬ 
plete Afghan control over 
detainees. 

The protesters in Jalal¬ 
abad city denounced any 
agreement that would keep 
U.S. troops in the country, 
blocking the road to Kabul 
and shouting “Death to 
America.” the associated press 


Rocket-propelled grenades 
struck the headquarters of 
Syria’s ruling party yester¬ 
day, bringing the violence 
that has engulfed much of 
the country to the heart of 
its capital for the first time, 
activists said. 

The attack on the build¬ 
ing in Syria’s capital of 
Damascus apparently 
caused no damage or casu¬ 
alties.

A U.S. woman who wanted 
to work at a nightclub 
started searching for some¬ 
one who could perform 
plastic surgery at a cheap 
price to give her a curvier 
body. Police say what she 
found was a woman posing 
as a doctor who filled her 
buttocks with cement, 
mineral oil and flat-tire 
sealant. 

The suspect, Oneal Ron 
Morris, 30 — who police 
say was born a man and 
identifies as a woman — 
was arrested Friday after a 
year on the lam and has 
been charged with practis¬ 
ing medicine without a li¬ 
cence with serious bodily 
injury. 

Police photos show Mor¬ 
ris as a small-framed 


woman with bee-stung 
pouty lips, arched eye¬ 
brows, oversized hoop ear¬ 
rings — and a large 
backside. She was released 
from jail on bond. A phone 
listing for Morris could not 
be found, and it’s unclear if 
she has an attorney. 

Miami Gardens Police 
Sgt. Bill Bamford said yes¬ 
terday that Morris bounced 
from house to house for a 
year, driving a black Mer¬ 
cedes and staying out of in¬ 
vestigators’ sight “like a 
ghost.” 

An officer drove by one 
of those possible houses 
nearly eveiy day on his way 
to work and saw the car 
outside on Friday, and he 
arrested Morris soon after. 

The victim, who is not 


being named due to med¬ 
ical privacy laws, paid $700 
for a series of injections in 
May 2010. She was referred 
to Morris by a friend. 

Bamford said the victim 
was reluctant to come for¬ 
ward. She quickly went to 
two South Florida hospitals 
due to severe abdominal 
pain and infected sores on 
her buttocks accompanied 
by flu-like symptoms. But 
she left each time, too em¬ 
barrassed to tell doctors 
what she’d done.

Cops in Ont. scout 
for Hells Angels 


Residents of a London, 
Ont., street were “con¬ 
cerned and uneasy” yes¬ 
terday after police 
targeted the neighbour¬ 
hood for what’s believed 
to be a new Hells Angels 
foothold in the city. 

Police were stopping 
all cars on the street on 
Saturday as part of the in¬ 
vestigation, a resident 
said. The “spot check” 
was designed to identify 
“Ontario Motorcycle 
Gang members and to 
check the safety of their 
motor vehicles,” police 
said in a statement. 

The statement did not 
indicate what led to the 
police action. 

“Despite their rhetoric 
that they are motorcycle 
enthusiasts, police en¬ 
forcement initiatives 
make it clear that outlaw 
motorcycle gang mem¬ 
bers are involved in 
drugs, weapons, and vio¬ 
lence-related offences,” 
the police statement said. 
“Two court rulings sup¬ 
port the fact that the 
Hells Angels are a crimi¬ 
nal organization.” 


Neighbours said the 
motorcycle club has oc¬ 
cupied a house on the 
street for about six 
weeks. There have been 
no signs of criminal ac¬ 
tivity, but the Outlaws — 
another motorcycle club 
— are believed to have a 
clubhouse four blocks 
east. 

Some neighbours say 
they’re worried about a 
possible turf war. 

The Hells Angels house 
doesn’t necessarily stand 
out when compared with 
others on the street. A 
five-foot wooden fence 
circles the perimeter of 
the property, and the 
driveway is gated. A sign 
advising people to use 
the side entrance is post¬ 
ed on the front door. 

Police believe the 
southwestern Ontario 
city is home to 13 Hells 
Angels members and one 
prospect. The club was 
basically cleared out of 
the city in 2008 when po¬ 
lice seized their club¬ 
house at another 
location.

The next civic election 
might just be more interest¬ 
ing than the previous two. 
As anyone who is even 
remotely interested in our 
civic government knows, it 
is difficult to unseat an incumbent may¬ 
or or councillor. 

If the universe unfolds as it is 
supposed to, Mayor Mandel will not be 
running again. But he originally said he 
would only run for two terms and he is 
currently serving his third, so one never 
knows. Though I think it is a pretty safe bet that he 
will not run again. I am sure that after nine years, he 
will have had quite 



enough of civic politics. 
Also, it would look like the 
downtown arena and the 
LRT expansion were the 
major reasons he decided 
to run the last time. I 
would suspect those issues 
will have been put to bed 
by the time the next elec¬ 
tion rolls around. 

Don Iveson, one of the 
people who some speculat¬ 
ed would run for mayor, 
has indicated he won’t be 
doing so. That is going to 
make for a wide-open con¬ 
test. So who would you 
like to see run for mayor? 

Some people are going 
to push Kerry Diotte to do 
so. He has been vociferous 
in his criticism of how the 
city is run. However, he is 
in his first term and may 
or may not be able to put 
together a team that can 
raise enough money to 
mount a credible 

campaign. Running for mayor isn’t cheap. As I recall, 
Mandel raised about $750,000 for his campaign. That’s 
not chump change in anybody’s book. 

One of the things that makes running for civic 
office difficult is that contributions to a civic-election 
campaign aren’t tax deductible the way they are for 
provincial and federal elections. That means that the 
real money comes only from individuals and organiza¬ 
tions that see a clear advantage to having a particular 
candidate in the mayor’s seat. In most instances, it has 
been developers that have put up most of the cash. 

We could of course see someone who is not current¬ 
ly on council decide to run for mayor. If that is the 
case, one can only hope it is someone who can articu¬ 
late a clear vision and direction for our city. We need 
someone who cannot only identify a destination for 
Edmonton but who can also lay out the route for get¬ 
ting there. Who do you think could do that?

ANOTHER CANADIAN 
CLICHE PUT TO REST. 

A survey conducted for 
Environment Canada 
suggests not all Canadi¬ 
ans are actually obsessed 
with the weather. 

Only 70 per cent said 
they’re veiy likely to 
check the forecast on a 
typical day and only 63 
per cent said the forecast 
is important to them. 

And while 79 per cent 
of Canadians thought 
it’s important that 
meteorologists be right 
about how much it’s 
going to snow, that was 
down five percentage 
points from 2002. 

“Most Canadians... 
feel that the weather 
information they receive 
provides enough 
information to make 
decisions or plans,” the 
study says. 

The survey suggests a 
growing number of 
Canadians are getting 
weather information off 
the Internet, but TV and 
radio remain the first 
and second choices for 
respondents, with 
weather-specific 
channels topping the 
list.

Caribou play 
peekaboo 

A vast herd of northern caribou that 
scientists feared had vanished from 
the face of the Earth has been found, 
safe and sound — pretty much where 
aboriginal elders said it would be all 
along. 

“The Beverly herd has not 
disappeared,” said John Nagy, lead 
author of a recently published study 
that has biologists across the North 
relieved. 

Those scientists were shaken by a 
2009 survey on the traditional calving 


grounds of the Beverly herd. A herd 
that once numbered 276,000 animals 
seemed to have completely 
disappeared, the most dramatic and 
chilling example of a general decline 
in barren-ground caribou. 

But Nagy’s research — and 
consultation with the communities 
that live with the animals — 
concludes differently. 

It turns out that the Beverly herd 
has simply shifted its calving grounds. 

Nunavut government biologist 
Mitch Campbell said a survey suggests 
Beverly numbers remain healthy. 

While scientists are excited, aborigi¬ 
nal elders are more likely to shrug. 

Next time scientists should pay 
them a little more mind, Campbell

“The government 
will let you spend money 
on things that have unde¬ 
sirable outcomes — like 
driving to work. But they 
won’t fix some of the oth¬ 
er stuff.” 

It turns out Canada is al¬ 
ready a global leader in 
clean technology, and not 
everyone knows it. 


“We have such a power¬ 
ful clean-tech industry in 
Canada.

STAYING GREEN WHILE KEEPING THINGS CLEAN 

What remedies do you suggest for cleaning the toilet? Nancy of Winnipeg

You must try 
my green 
cleaning 
recipe, called 
all-purpose 
powder. It’s veiy easy to 
make — it only takes two 
ingredients. 


In a container, combine 
a 50:50 mixture of borax 
and washing soda. Stir and 
then sprinkle into toilet, 
scrub and rinse. 

This recipe works well 
with a white vinegar chas¬ 
er, too. 

Don’t add vinegar to the 
powder. 

Instead, after scrubbing, 
pour about half a cup of 
white vinegar in the toilet. 

Let it sit to disinfect and 
deodorize before flushing. 


Add borax and washing 
soda to your next grocery 
list — they’re key ingredi¬ 
ents in most of my 
favourite green cleaning 
recipes, available at 
queenofgreen.ca. 

Borax, or sodium borate, 
is a naturally occurring al¬ 
kaline mineral salt. 

It’s effective because it 
disinfects, fights mould 
and mildew and whitens. 

You can find a box, for 
about $7, in the laundry 


aisle of most grocery 
stores. 

Most people will recog¬ 
nize the borax box from 
their grandmother’s 
pantry. 

Washing soda, or sodi¬ 
um carbonate, is more 
caustic and has a higher pH 
than its cousin, baking so¬ 
da. 

Fewer mainstream gro¬ 
cery chains carry washing 
soda, although Arm and 
Hammer distributes it. 


If you can’t find it at 
your local grocer in the 
laundry aisle, check out 
health food stores or organ¬ 
ic grocers. 

Borax and washing soda 
are found in a host of green 
cleaning recipes because 
they are versatile, afford¬ 
able and eco-friendly. 

But even things from na¬ 
ture can be harmful, so 
store borax and all green 
cleaning products safely 
away from children and 


pets. 

Finished products you 
make should also be clearly 
labelled. 

And don’t underesti¬ 
mate baking soda, which 
on its own lifts dirt, de¬ 
odorizes and whitens. You 
can even substitute wash¬ 
ing soda for baking soda in 
this recipe.

How do you define smart? 

I’d define it in a number of 
ways. First of all, it’s under¬ 
standing histoiy and how 
histoiy shapes the present 
and future.

Penguins superstar Sid¬ 
ney Crosby will make his 
season debut tonight 
against the New York 
Islanders in Pittsburgh, his 
first game in nearly a year 
since being sidelined with 
concussion symptoms. 

Crosby hasn’t played 
since taking head shots in 
consecutive games in Janu¬ 
ary against Washington 
and Tampa Bay. 

The 2007 NHL MVP 
spent the last 10 months 
undergoing a painstakingly 
thorough rehabilitation 
that left him wondering 
when — or even if — he’d 
play again. 

His return ends weeks of 
speculation that appeared 
to put the ever-polite Cros¬ 
by on edge. The 24-year-old 
Cole Habour, N.S., native 
declined repeated 
interview requests in 
recent weeks as the specu¬ 
lation about a possible re¬ 
turn date reached a fever 
pitch. 

His teammates stressed 
there was no need for Cros¬ 
by to rush, and the 
Penguins have been one of 
the league’s top teams 
through the season’s first 
six weeks.
